Sas this Conſtitution of the Aire peſii-

Hippocrates gives a Deſcription 
of a Peſtilentiall Conftiturion. 
(,arbunculi in Cranone eſtivi, circa 
Artturum pluvie multe flante Ju- 
ſro. Much Rain about the middle of Auguſt, the 
Souch-winde blowing ; a Southerly Conftituti- 
on and much Rain, the Spring before the Winter 
before that Southerly and moiſt, thence Carbun- 
cles and hot Bliſters, I chinke the Seaſons of this 
Yeare havenot been {uch. *Tis true that inEpi- 
demicall Difeales, which take many away, ſome 
arcPeſtilentiall ſome onely Maligne of an ill Na- 
ture; yet their ill Seminaries eaſily become yeno-

mous. So Maligne ſpotted Feauers may precede 
Peſtilentiall ; yer a Peſtilenriall Feaver may be 
without a Plague, and a Plague withour a Peſti- 
lentiall Feaver. So Galen (ayes. A Plague followes 
all DHeaſes, and may ſtrike you ſuddenly wichourt 
a Feaver. The laſt Yeare more died of thole ſpor- 
ted Feavers than now, as our Sextons [a y. 

| Theſe Feavers now are Peſtilentiall, from the 

utrefaRion of the humonrs in a high degree, 
which the Tumours and Sores wirneſle : the 
Plague then is in the humours now, as earſt it was 
in the ſpirits, inthe ſveating ſicknefle which was 
Ephemera peStilens, according tothe beſt Phyſici- 
ans. Now putrid humorall Feavers may be either 
Maligne or Peſtilentiall, according tothe ſeverall 
degreesof putrefaftioninthe humours. And the 
Ancients, ſayes Galen, not knowing the great 
cauſe of corruption in the bloud, referred it ro 
the Gods for cheir finnes : 'twere well if we did 
ſotoo ; for ahigh-degree of corruption in the hu. 
mours is argued by Plague-ſores, yer all thatdic 
here, die riot of the Plague. Publique Authority 
hath carefully provided for it, even intheir careto 
1cſſen our feares : and we mult be heedfull not 
to encreaſe them, by thinking that each man 
dies; todic of the Plague. Though chis Town be

contagious, yet none ſhutup forthem, I hereby 

perſwade none to ſtay here, but rather adviſe 

cthem-to anſwer their feares and be gone. /#ſcu- 

lapius his Temple was out of the City, and are- 

celle thence may be for healch, eſpecially when 

feare expoſes the heart tro danger, and betrayes the 

Fort: onely the extent of our apprehenfions in 

dangers may be rightly bounded, confidering by 
the true fignes, whither the affliction which hap- 

pens to particulars be peſtilentiall or otherwile. 


Spaine, a learned man, carefully conſiders of hu- #- 
moral Feavers, whither they be Maligne or Pe. 
ſtilenciall. In rotren peſtilentiall Diſeaſes, now 
| Nature woulddisburden herſelte, and therefore 
would vent thoſeputrid matters by the common 
ſinkes ; it appeares in Sores in the glandulous 
parts, the Groine, the Arme-pits, yer Tumours in 
theſe parts are not alwayes peſtilentiall.” Some 
quickly come up, and increale, arered, and ſup- 
purate quickly; a true figneof an inflammation 
onely., 

So it may not perhaps be uleleſle ro deſcribe 
what Sores are truly peſtilentiall. 25a

There are either large blacke*Spots inthePlague, 
or peſtilent Tumours in the glandulous parts, as 
Groine, Arme-pits, &c. for lo Bubones peſtifert 


_ aredeſignedto be, or Carbuncles. 


Peſtilent Tumours are worſethan Carbuncles 
according to Ficinuw, for the expulſion of the 
matter into the Tumour argues the principall 


' parts to have been charged with it: butif itbea 


criticall Tumour, Nature is eaſed by it. Bubones 
in Febribu male excepttr diarits, If incolourthey 
be yellowiſh, livid, or blacke, they arethe worle, 
it they go backe theyare moſt dangerous; thole 
underthe Arme-pits, are worſethanelſewhere, 
next thoſe-in the necke, and under the eares. 

1.Sudden faintings in the beginning of a conti- 
nued Feayer, without any manifeſt Caule is atrue 
ſigne of InfeRtion, bleeding, vacuations, want of 
ſleep, ſadneſle, fearcs,are evident caules. 

2. If withthele Tumours and Carbuncles li- 
vid and blacke Spots appeare, with blackeexcre- 
ments}, and exceſſive thirſt, *is evidently peſti- 
lentiall. | 

3- The body ſeemes not to be hot, neither pulſe 
or urines bad, yet they are unquiet and burne ins 
wards. As it was in the Plague Thucidides de- 
{cribes : *cis {o in all peſtilentiall Conſtitutions.

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Some would have theſe Tumours to be the 
ſame with the Carbuncle, but men experienced 
diſtinguiſh them. The more there comes forth of 
thoſe Tumours the better itis; butthis holds nor 
in Carbuncles. 

A Carbuncle (1gnt Perficu, Pruna) hath inthe 
middle a cruſt like a Coale, and thence *tis (o cal- 
led: *cisa fire and burnes the circumacent parts. 
The cruſt is not alwayes blacke, but ſometimes a 
blackiſh yellow, ſo Galen, the blacke colour is 
with a kinde of ſhining; ſo Paulus Agin. It. 
hacha pitchy colour in the brightneſle : the pain 
is ſogreat that the Patient thinkes himlelfe girded 
with irons : ſome findeanitching inthe middle 

art of it, and ſcratching, a pimple ariſes, under 
whichthe fleſh is burnt, and of a livid colour : 
and if it be peſtilentiall he naulcates and vomits: 
Lefſer Carbuncles are worſe than greater, harder 
and livid, worle than ſoft. Thole in theupper 
parts above the other former Tumours are worſt 
of all, neare the heart and tomagcke. The farther 
off from the principall parts the lefle dangerous : 
ſoCelſus. A deliriumis an ill figne, whenthe Car» 
buncle is in the upper parts, for the membranes of 
thebrain may be inflamed. The plaineſt Curefor

thim; then the bare breech of a Pullet , for it .: 
dravves the poyſon : after the death of the Puller, * 
ſcarifie the place. Some cautenze it. Some uſe 
this vulgar Cauſticke, they wrap afew aſhes in a Þ? 
linnen cloath, and boyle it in oyle, and rub the 
Tumour with ita good while ; when iris ſufh- 
' ciently burnt, they cureir as they doaCarbuncle, 
They ſuppuratethe Cruſt with Mallowes, Lilly. ! 
rootes and Butter - . they keep it open as long as 
poſlible , and cleanſe it with juice of Smallage, 
and honey of Roſes. Sometimes theſe Spots, ? 
Tumours and Carbuncles appeare in dead meny * 
which in their ſicknefſe did not appeare,as 'twas ; 
obſctved in a Plague at Lyons. If they bedriven ? 


backe, the Spots are brought again it the Body * 
be waſhed with hot water. '-:*-M 
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
